Officials Move 
Into Yard

The emotion-strained Ne­ 
braska 
Penitentiary 
rebel-i 


lion of eight convicts went 
into its fourth day Wednes­ 
day, packed with the added 
tension that something was 
going on inside the prison. 
Newsmen were alerted to 


a possible change in strat­ 
egy— and even that the 63- 
hour strike staged from the 
white “ jail” building in the 
prison yard might be over. 
But no official word, th e' 


way news has been released 
since the insurrection began 
Sunday morning, came. 


The rrporters hpord thr biji mul­ 
tiple doors, past where they were 
allowed to po, clirkinp open and 
shut during the early Wednesday 
hours. Col. B. B. AUvrt, the state 
Penal Director, was seen passing 
back and forth Sometimes he was 
Bccompanied by other men. 


The men were dressed in the 
pri.son garb. Whether they were 
part of the band of hold outs was 
not known. 
Gov. Victor Anderson, who had 
remained at the prison most of the 
time since the trouble began, was 
behind the closed doors, loo. Al>ng 
with him and Albert were Warcien 
Herbert Hann and Deputy Warden 
John Greenholtz. 
And the speculation went among 
the sweating newspaper and radio-

people that

men 
might be the two guard« who had 
been held hostage or maybe the 
¡irisoners themselves. 
Earlier. Gov .Anderson had s.tid 
he w'as standing pat on his

He said no again after a second 
nnte exchange took place between 
the officials and the beseiged pns- 
rnors, when the inmates sought

The eight were in their pri.son-

building. In there with them was 
another prisoner, who apparently 
wasn t taking part in the strike, 
and prison guards Faigene Swan­ 
son, 34, and Warren B, Miller, 43. 
“ Still waiting 10 give verbal clari­ 
fication of our grievances if you so 
de-sire,” said the convicts’ note, re­ 
ferring to a list of nine grievances 
submitted .some 26 hours earlier to 
the Governor. 
Late Tuesday night, in another

Gov. Anderson restated his posi­ 
tion that all eight of the convicts 
in the .iail would be held equally 
re.sponsibie for anything that might 
happen. He said the ninth prison­ 
er, being held in safe-keeping for 
Otoe County authorities, was a vic­ 
tim of circumstance. 
The Governor also added that 
he thought the lack of personal 
publicity for t h e

“ has helped,” 
Earlier, Gov. .Anderson's quick 
reply to the second note stated 
his 
position 
was, unchanged—no i 
conferring on terms until the two 
ho.stage guards are released. 
“ I will grant all of you an in­ 
terview today after you have had 
food and fresh clothing,” his reply 
said. 
“ Further delay will be of no 
benefit to any of you inmates.” 
Prison Chaplain Robert Rudell 
carried the exchanged notes which 
were lowered and raised from a 
window of the hold-out “ jail” build­ 
ing by

headsets in the maximum security 
building—about 2 p.m.

A liquor bill generally considered 
to be on the “dry ” side was in­ 
definitely postponed by the public 
health committee of the Legisla­ 
ture Tuesday by a 4 to 3 vote.

P u r d y ’s L B 
48 1. would have 
made it illegal 
for any

sales. 
This meant the virtual ex­ 
clusion of drug and grocery store 
liquor sales and it developed at 
the hearings that the bill was in­ 
spired by tavern owners. 
The tavern owners, through their 
attorney . George Knouff of Omaha, 
said “ We considered 7."> per cent 
« in liquor sales! would be reason­ 
able” to be required for a lieen.se. 
Knouff, 
representing 
the 
Ne­ 
braska Licensed Beverage 
Asso ­ 
cia tio n directed the principal argu­ 
ments in behalf of the measure. He 
argued that Omaha groc'er.s and 
drug stores are using low liquor 
prices as a method of attracting 
trade to their .« » tores. 
Eli 
Abdouch of 
Omaha, 
said 
sales in other stores are “ leading 
to disaster to the liquor industry .” 
John Trovato, another tavern <» p- 
erator, also opposed the bill.

.Mbert S. Johnson of Lincoln, 
who frequently appears represent-

Leafiue, spoke for the bill at the 
request of the introducin 
.senator. 
He termed the measure a com­ 
panion bill .0 LB 29 recently passed 
by the Legislature. 
LB 29 makes 
it illegal for a minor to handle 
liquor. 
He stressed

difficulty of 
checking groc'ery .sales to prevent 
minors iron making purchases. He 
called sales by other ty pes of busi­ 
ness “ unfair competiiton” to the 
licensed tavern and package .store, 
Johnson said the bill would “ pro­ 
vide protection for those making 
liquor sales a busines.- " 
Jack Devoe, Lincoln, called the
